COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN;,SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Colrain in the 
County of Franklin, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in town af- 
fairs, to meet at the Memorial Hall in said Town on Monday 
the First day of February. next, at EIGHT o’clock in the 
afternoon, then and there to act on the following articles :— 


ARTICLE I. To bring in your vote on one ballot for 
the following officers; One Town Clerk for one year, One 
Town Treasurer for one year, One Selectman for three 
years, one Assessor for three years, and One Assessor for 
one year, One School Committee for three years, Two 
Library Trustees for three years, One Tree Warden for one 
year, One Tax Collector for three years, Three Fence View- 
ers for one year, One Field Driver for one year, Three 
Constables for one year, One Auditor for one year, Three 
Caucus Committee members for one year.

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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


I submit to you this detailed report on the condition of your Fire 
Department for the past year. 


The Firemen have had regular meetings every 2 weeks since 
February. As soon as weather permitted early last spring we were 
out on regular drill work. These drills consisted of ladderwork, hose 
laying, pump operation, use of gas masks, handling and care of 
equipment. 


The Firemen worked extremely well together, and I feel we have 
accomplished a great deal in this past year. There seems to be a 
very definite lack of interest in your Fire Department by the property 
owners. I feel that more of these citizens should join the firemen in 
their effort to form a well-trained organization. It is their property 
that we are trying to protect from loss by fire. 


We had 21 calls in the past year with one serious fire, which 
resulted in one life lost. We were called to Halifax, Vermont, once 
and to a serious fire in Leyden. We also covered for Heath two 
different times. These were under the mutual aid system and Shel- 
burne Falls covered for Colrain by sending a truck to our station. 


Due to the long dry spell last summer, the fire danger in town 
was extremely critical and only by the vigilance and cooperation of 
everyone, were we able to avoid any serious forest fires. 


I do find, however, one serious problem in your Fire Department; 
and as Chief, I feel it is my duty to call it to the attention of the 
voters. 


There is a definite need for added equipment in the Fire Depart- 
ment. I have called this to the attention of your selectmen and made 
the necessary recommendations to them. Our truck should be replaced 
with a larger one. We need more hose and facilities for drying hose. 


Last year we improved our alarm system. We installed a button 
on the front of the fire station and one on the front corner of my 
house. A telephone extension has been installed upstairs in my house 
for night calls. At my own expense, I installed an alarm button inside 
by the telephone to enable faster service on night alarms. Cards were 
printed and distributed, giving instructions on how to call your de- 
partment in case of fire. 


The firemen received $25.00 each this year as a flat pay for fight- 
ing all fires as well as attending all drills. They turned 60% of this 
back to be used for personal equipment. 
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Your Fire Department is ready and willing to cooperate with 
you, to obtain the best possible fire protection for all. 


I have submitted to your Finance Committee a budget for the 
Fire Department for the coming year. I urge you to give it your 
eareful consideration.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The year of 1953 has passed and the Board of Health has con- 
tinued to function in its usual manner. 


Under the auspices of the Board the annual clinic was held and 
the children attending, were given immunizing doses of toxoid for 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. Rather a large number of 
children attended the clinic and this speaks well for the cooperation 
on the part of the parents. It is this type of cooperation that will 
help keep our children from becoming victims of these diseases, and 
will also help to keep our town at the top of the list in this county, 
as far as the percentage of immunized children is concerned. 


During the year there has been a variable number of communi- 
cable diseases reported, including scarlet fever, mumps, measles, 
chicken pox, pneumonia. We hope the residents of the town will con- 
tinue to report the contagious diseases in their homes, This type of 
cooperation is very helpful to the Board. 


The pre school Children’s Health Conference was conducted as 
usual and at this time we hereby extend our thanks to the members 
of the Parent Teachers’ Association who were so helpful in conducting 
this Conference.

Herewith is my eighth annual report as Director of Veterans’ 


Services and Veterans’ Agent for the Towns of the Western Franklin 
District. 

The continued interest of Committee members in the District 
affairs is greatly appreciated and is very helpful. 

With the assistance of Gerard M. Fritz, County Treasurer, who 
attended our last meeting, the contributory Retirement System has 
been accepted for the District. 

The Massachusetts Bonus for Veterans during the period of the 
Korean emergency became effective June 25, 1958, and 119 applica- 
tions were processed after the first of July to the end of 1953. 

The total number of requests for assistance was 858 for 19538. 
Forty-nine boys were registered for Selective Service, and assistance 
was given to several on Selective Service questionnaires. Photostat 
machine work was done on Tuesday of each week, and a total of 1,410 
prints were made during the year. 

A total of 24 applications for Veteran’s Benefits were processed 
during the year, eight new cases, and at present there are fourteen 
active cases on the books. A total of $11,481.06 was administered for 
the district under the provisions of Chapter 115 of the General Laws, 
as amended. 

Eighteen applications for pensions have been prepared and for- 
warded with the cooperation and assistance of Mr. Edward O’Neil, 
Contact Representative of the Veterans Administration. The benefits 
received from these pensions have helped to reduce the financial 
burden to the Towns. 

The advice and cooperation of the Contact Representative at this 
office on alternate Wednesday afternoons during the year have been 
very helpful. 

The cost of operating the Veterans’ Service Office for 1953 was: 
$4,142.58, with receipts of $8.00 paid to the Treasurer for commercial 
photostat work done, making a net cost of $4,134.58.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1958. 


Library circulation for the year was 4,215, adult 2,596, juvenile 
1,619. The Bookmobile made eight trips to town with a circulation 
of 3,156 books, adult 1,787, juvenile 1,369, making a total circulation 
Ol iso LL 


Due to the increased appropriation we were able to purchase for 
our reference shelf the World Book Encyclopedia of nineteen 
volumes. In addition 144 books, 87 adult and 57 juvenile were added 
to the Library, of these 8 were gifts. Among new additions was 
“History of Hawley” by Louise Hale Johnson. We have discarded 52 
books. 


There has been an increase in the reading by the children for 
Book Certificates. One hundred eleven Five-book and 9 Honor Certi- 
ficates have been awarded as follows: Grade IV, 20 Five-book; 
Grade V, 27 Five-book and 2 Honor; Grade VI, 42 Five-book and 6 
Honor; Grade VII, 10 Five-book and 1 Honor; Grade VIII, 12 Five- 
book. 


Magazine subscriptions have been re-newed and we have received 
a two-year gift subscription to “The Reader’s Digest” from Clarke 
Maynard of Wilmington, Delaware. The Book Committee of seven 
members has continued to function throughout the year. 


During Book Week the second grade school children visited the 
Library in a body and later each child sent to the Librarian a note of 
thanks and appreciation for their visit. 


The stacks are becoming quite crowded and it will be necessary 
to have additional bookcases in the near future and, as I have reported 
before, the lighting arrangement is very poor making it almost impos- 
sible to see some of the shelves at night.

Report of SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit my third annual report as superintendent of the 
Buckland, Colrain and Shelburne Schools. 


With a common high schoo! I shall direct some of my thoughts 
to all three towns and deviate in some areas which apply only to 
certain towns. 


In a recent article which appeared in the Coronet magazine 
entitled “What’s Right With Our Schools” was the quotation from 
Earl James McGrath, former U. S. Commissioner of Education. Mr. 
McGrath said, “We no longer merely teach the three R’s, we now 
teach six. In addition to Reading. Riting and Rithmetic — which 
more children today learn better than they ever did before — parents 
now want their children to learn about Responsibilities, Rights and 
Relationships as well. The six R school helps each child to be the 
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best person che can be. He learns the duties of citizenship, how to 
make a living, and how to get along with others.” 


Criticism of the three R’s has been going on for several centuries 
being accelerated in all periods of social crises. The Boston Herald 
commenting editorially on education in 1894 wrote as follows: “It is 
commenting editionally on education in 1894 wrote as follows: “It is 
really a rare thing to find young people at from 15 to 19 years of 
age who can write or spell out of the common, or prepare a composi- 
tion correctly.” We read similar comments about our educational 
system today. The main difference is in 1894 many pupils who could 
not succeed academically in school left, to go to work. Today most of 
our pupils remain in high school until they graduate. 


SCHOOL COSTS 


School costs continue to rise although the sharp increases of the 
last few years have tended to level off during this past year. It is 
practically impossible to keep costs from increasing when the value 
of the dollar has been decreasing and the number of pupils is increas- 
ing. 


The main increase in costs in the towns of Colrain and Buckland 
is due to greater tuition rates in vocational education for 1954. During 
the past two years the school committee for the town of Shelburne has 
had a study made of high school costs, particularly as they relate to 
costs of departments. The study has been made by Mr. Joseph 
Cutting, an accountant at the New England Power Company. Both 
last year and this these figures were submitted to Mr. Carl E. Herrick, 
Supervisor of Administration of the Department of Education. Due 
to this study Mr. Herrick granted to the Shelburne school committee 
substantial increases in their rates of tuition for vocational education 
in both the calendar year 1953 and 1954. This higher tuition rate will 
increase the cost of vocational education in the towns of Buckland 
and Colrain. It will also increase the amount of State aid in these 
towns, as the State reimburses each town for one half the per pupil 
cost of vocational education. Not only have the tuition rates increased 
for vocational education but the number of pupils enrolled in these 
departments has also increased during the past two years. 


The chief increases in the town of Shelburne budget are due to 
the addition of one teacher, a part-time custodian at the Legion Hall 
and money for the purchase of band uniforms for the Arms Academy 
Band. 


Since the band is a part of the educational process and all pupils 
have an opportunity to participate, it should receive public support. 
It is just as important to buy a band uniform as it is to buy an 
English book, a piece of machinery for the shop, or a typewriter for 
a commercial student. Pupils receive credit toward graduation when 
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they participate in the band just as they do for French or Mathe- 
matics. 


Each year our band participates in the Western Massachusetts 
Music Festival. To avoid embarrassment our pupils must have the 
same type of uniform which will conform with those of the other 
schools, 


The following are the tuition rates which have been approved for 
Arms Academy beginning January 1, 1954.

MATERIALS OF INSTRUCTION 


During the past year new English books were added in all the 
schools from grade three through the senior high school. New spelling 
workbooks were added in most of the schools, and the Weekly Reader, 
which is a current events paper, has been provided for all pupils in 
grades two to eight. 


This fall a great many teachers attended the course on ‘The 
Teaching of the Social Studies.” All elementary teachers participated 
in a one day workshop in Reading, sponsored by The Ginn and 
Company, the publishers of our basic reader. The teachers have also 
been working on a course of a study for social studies and are making 
excellent progress. 


HANDWRITING 


Beginning in September 1952, manuscript writing was introduced 
in grade one. This has been continued in grade two this year. It has 
been carried out by the supervisors of the Rinehart writing system. 
This change has been made to conform with many studies on the 
subject and to follow the practices of leading school systems. 


In a recent pamphlet published by the School of Education of the 
University of Oregon on a summary of handwriting studies, volume 
IX, the following conclusions were made. 


1. “In the teaching of handwriting there is a tendency to develop 
procedures that harmonize with the child’s physical, mental 
and emotional growth.” 


2. “From the point of view of speed, quality, expression, spelling 
and reading, manuscript writing should be taught and used in 
the primary grades.” 
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OUR YOUNG PEOPLE 


When I use the term our young people I am talking about the 
boys and girls who enter our schools five days each week, thirty-eight 
to forty weeks of the year. The term also implies that these people 
belong to.all of us whether we actually have children in school or not. 


Many times I hear people implying that these young people are 
not responsible, they are not thoughtful, they lack respect, etc. 


Too often we, of the older generation, forget some of the things 
we did as younger people. We forget the pranks which we considered 
acceptable in our young life, and we scorn these same pranks when 
carried on by the younger people today. 


Many of these young people are facing a future which was not 
their creation, but which has been created by the older generation. 
Many of them face service in the armed forces which many of the 
older generation were fortunate enough to escape. 


It is true that there are a certain few irresponsible, thoughtless, and 
disrespectful ones among our young people, just as there are among 
us adults. However, the majority of our young people mature into 
respectable, honorable citizens of our community. When we consider 
that two generations of our young people fought two world wars on 
foreign soil within the last twenty-five to thirty years, we cannot call 
them irresponsible. 


I have worked with hundreds of young people during my many 
years in public school work. They need our patience, understanding, 
guidance, and help. The younger generation become our leaders of 
tomorrow. We must criticize where criticism is due. We must give 
them praise when they have done a job well. 


COLRAIN CENTRAL SCHOOL 


The town of Colrain has been extremely fortunate in the fact 
that they have had a stable and able faculty as well as a new school, 
which tends to minimize some of the problems which face the other 
towns. Although some of the classes are large I feel with the addi- 
tional help which we have on the faculty, the children are being well 
trained in the areas which the elementary curriculum should cover. 
The school committee has considered the advisability of adding kinder- 
garten training in the elementary grades. However, with long dis- 
tances of transportation, plus the fact that we lack space in our 
present facilities, the project has not been approved for the present. 


The hot lunch period continues to be very popular in Colrain. 
The citizens of the town are to be commended for their enthusiastic 
support of the program. It not only improves the health of the chil- 
dren but also teaches them social graces as well. 
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During the past year the school committee has installed a dish 
washer in the kitchen and added draperies to the cafeteria. They 
have also purchased a combination 500 watt film strip and slide 
projector. 


The dishwasher has decreased the amount of time necessary to 
wash all the dishes for the lunch room and it is also considered to be 
much more sanitary. The draperies not only add to the attractiveness 
of the cafeteria but they also make it possible to darker the room for 
audio-visual activities. 


Some of the organizations in town have very generously given 
money that additional playground facilities may be added to the 
playground area. 


Physical education instruction would be very helpful to the pupils 
attending the Colrain School. This is one area in which the cur- 
riculum could be improved for the pupils before they enter Arms 
Academy. Many boys particularly find it difficult to make the high 
school teams because of this lack of training. We are deeply indebted 
to Ted Harmer for training the boys in baseball last spring. 

I wish to thank the pupils for their faith in our American system 
of education, the parents for their generous support of this system, 
the teachers for their understanding and patience and the school com- 
mittee for its cooperation and sympathetic counsel.

MEMBERSHIP BY AGE AND GRADE, OCTOBER, 1, 1953 
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Report of Principal of 
Colrain Central School 


Dear Mr. Hallowell: 


I herewith submit my annual report as principal of The Colrain 
Central School. 


In the field of education we read about two types of schools — 
progressive and conservative. So far most educators decline to give 
an exact definition of either type but they set forth certain character- 
istics which they feel belong to each one. I would like to think of 
our own school in the light of some of these characteristics. 


The progressive school is housed in a modern building with up- 
to-date classroom facilities. Surely our school will not suffer with this 
comparison. Our building is new and modern in design. The class- 
rooms are well-lighted, painted with colorful pastel shades, and 
equipped with new, movable desks that can be fitted to the children. 
Each room has its own heating and ventilating system that can be 
controlled by the teacher. 


The progressive school is staffed with competent teachers. In this 
respect I feel that Colrain is fortunate. Each teacher is especially 
well suited to the grade in which she teaches. Each one is constantly 
studying and searching for better ways to help the children grow 
educationally, morally, and physically. Each teacher has been in her 
position for several years and is better acquainted with the pupils than 
a new teacher would be. This acquaintance helps them to adjust their 
course of study to fit the needs of the children. 


Again, the progressive school is concerned with the education of all 
the children. It is ever seeking to adjust the curriculum to suit the 
needs of the whole child, be he first grade or eighth. In the light of 
this concern the Colrain teachers have attended an art seminar and a 
reading clinic held in our own school within the last year. They have 
attended classes provided by the State Department of Education 
to study the different phases of curriculum development and newer 
methods of presentation of subject matter. In keeping with all these 
efforts we have put in each classroom a new reading system, new 
arithmetic books, and a new language series that conforms with newer 
curriculum development and adjustment. Again, I feel that our school 
compares favorably. 


The progressive school is concerned with the physical well-being 
of the child. Our school children are examined regularly by the school 
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physician and the district health nurze. A very complete file is kept 
of each child. Any defects are recorded and parents are notified so 
that competent corrective sources can be consulted. Under the sponsor- 
ship of the P.T.A., an oral hygiene program has been started. Miss 
Genevieve Ely, state dental hygienist, has given direct sodium-fluoride 
treatment to the teeth of the children in grades two and eight. This 
program is to be carried on yearly. Proper nutrition is taught in 
health classes. Excellent examples of well-balanced meals are provided 
daily in our school lunch program. Colrain can well be proud of its 
progressiveness in this respect. 


Another characteristic of the progressive school is a well-rounded 
physical education program for all children. In this respect we fail to 
measure up. An effort is made to provide football, basketball, and 
baseball for the boys in grades seven and eight. Only those with 
special athletic ability benefit. Last spring we had a very complete 
baseball program which took in all boys from grade three through 
eight. Chester Harmer volunteered his services to supervise and coach 
the boys, for which we are grateful. The only group activity we have 
that includes girls as well as boys is our skiing class. Through the 
kindness of Kendall Mills and the efforts of Van Buren Hopps who 
supervises and instructs the skiing class, this program is possible. 
I believe that our school is the only one in this area that includes 
skiing instructions as a part of its regular school curriculum. While 
progress is being made, I feel that much remains to be done before 
we can claim to belong to the progressive school in physical education. 


But what about reading, writing, and arithmetic? Are they to be 
considered in the progressive school or do they belong only to the 
conservative school? I would like to answer these questions by saying 
that the main purpose of any public school is to teach a certain amount 
of skill in these basic studies. The elementary school is faced with the 
responsibility of providing children with basic skills in the three R’s. 
We are concerned with the ability of the child to read well and put a 
great amount of time on the reading program. We know from experi- 
ence that a good reader is a more successful student. We also know 
from experience that children learn at different rates of speed. The 
conservative school tries to mold all children to the same rate of speed 
in learning hence they have what are termed as failures in their 
grades. The progressive school carries out a more flexible program 
that tends to do away with failures. It is not uncommon for a group 
of children in the same grade to be reading on two or three grade 
levels. For instance in the third grade we will find children reading 
second and fourth grade readers. This allows each child to progress 
at his own rate of speed and be more successful. We are trying to 
carry out the progressive reading program in our school. 


In trying to do away with so-called failures and in keeping with 
the philosophy that a good reader will be a successful student, we have 
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started a remedial reading program in the lower grades. Children who 
do not seem to progress normally are given extra work and drill in the 
skills they seem to lack. While this program is new in our school, it 
is working very satisfactorily. 


In spite of all our efforts we occasionally have failures in our 
grades. The modern educators would point out that this is a trait of 
the conservative school. However, the teachers are trying to find an 
answer to this problem and much progress is being made. 


In the meantime I would like to consider our school as neither 
progressive nor conservative but rather as a functional school. We 
teachers are interested in the children as individuals. We are con- 
cerned with their physical and social as well as their educational well- 
being. To this end we covet the cooperation of the parents. Any hope 
on our part as teachers that we can do the whole job of educating the 
child without the parents’ help is doomed to disappointment. We need 
the help and understanding of the parents. The school should be con- 
sidered “a part of the community” rather than “apart from the 
community.” 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the teachers, the 
superintendent of schools, the school committee, the special super- 
visors, and the citizens of Colrain for their help in making our new 


consolidated school a functional institution of learning. e

Report of Principal of 
Arms Academy 


To Supt. Philip M. Hallowell: 


I submit herewith my nineteenth annual report as Principal of 
Arms Academy. 


FACULTY. Frequent changes continue to handicap the efforts 
of this otherwise effective group of people. Five more teachers re- 
signed at the end of the last school year. Four of them had been with 
us only one year and the fifth two years. We would have been glad 
to retain any or all of them. Even though it is reassuring that dis- 
satisfaction with the school does not seem to figure largely in these 
changes, they are a serious handicap to the school. The first quarter 
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of the school year has usually gone by before the new group can 
adjust itself to the standards of work and conduct which the com- 
munity expects. 


This report seldom mentions individuals, but the out-of-class work 
of three men as developed during the past few years has been of 
outstanding value to the school and its pupils—the training in co- 
operation and leadership which the Student Council gets in its weekly 
meetings with Mr. Frude, the vocational guidance of Mr. Thompson, 
and the development of the chorus and band under Mr. Smithers. 


THE DEPARTMENTS. It is always noticeable that enrollments 
in these groups fluctuate from year to year. At present it is higher 
than usual in the agriculture, shop, and commercial courses, and lower 
in the household arts and preparatory. 


The drop in household arts enrollment follows a statewide trend, 
probably attributable to several causes. There are more opportunities 
for employment for women, and more of them continue their employ- 
ment after marriage. Housekeeping is easier, thanks to mechanical 
devices and the increasing availability of prepared and semi-prepared 
foods such as frozen items, baked foods, and “mixes”. Unfortunately 
it is hard for girls to see that there is more to home-making than mere 
house-keeping. 


The slight drop in the number of preparatory pupils in this year’s 
incoming class is probably of no significance. The graduates from this 
curriculum go into a wide variety of institutions, from one-year com- 
mercial schools to four-year colleges and scientific schools. The propor- 
tion selecting “liberal arts” courses in college is unfortunately de- 
creasing, as it is in the nation at large; everything seems to be of the 
practical, vocational type. The ability of the faculty to predict the 
type and degree of success of their pupils beyond high school continues 
to be high; but the grounds on which some institutions accept appli- 
cants make it difficult to discuss in detail in this report, as we pre- 
viously have done, without disclosing individual records. 


DISTRIBUTION OF GRADUATES. The present occupations 
of the members of last year’s class may be of interest: Colleges, 5; 
scientific schools, 3; teachers’ colleges, 4; business schools, 3; nursing 
schools, 6; advanced trade and agricultural schools, 2; on local farms, 
6; in local offices, 4; in offices elsewhere, 6; in stores or industry 
locally, 7; elsewhere, 3; in armed services, 8; postgraduate at Arms, 


2; at home, 1. 


SCHOLARSHIP. In spite of the success of many of our gradu- 
ates in higher schools and on their jobs, an unfortunate condition 
has begun to appear. Last year there were more failures to earn 
promotion, full or partial, than for some time past. Most of these 
deficiencies can be made up if the individuals will make the effort, but 
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the same condition seems to exist this fall. Many institutions, higher 
and not so high, have been plagued for some years with the idea that 
education may be acquired without effort. If such a notion is creeping 
into Arms, the parents and teachers will do well to unite and block 
it at once. It can be done and should be for the sake of the pupils 
themselves. 


ACCREDITING. Since the dissolution of the New England 
College Entrance Certificate Board seven years ago there has been 
no over-all body in New England to set standards for secondary 
schools and see that they were lived up to. Membership in the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, a strong and 
influential organization now in its 68th year, has in a general way 
been considered a sort of guarantee of good work; but it has never 
been an accrediting association, and New England is the only section 
of the country not covered by such a body. The Association is now 
in process of taking over the responsibility of accrediting both schools 
and colleges and establishing standards for them. The standards for 
public high schools will be set by a committee of public high school 
principals, and general community needs will not be subordinated to 
college entrance requirements. The personnel of the subcommittee 
which is doing the actual work commands the confidence of everyone 
who knows the men, and the results may be welcomed rather than 
feared by every good school. 


ATTENDANCE. Two hundred and ninety-eight pupils have 
been enrolled since the opening of school. Corresponding figures for 
the five preceding years are 278, 265, 294, 297 and 302. 


The attendance for the fall term averaged slightly over ninety- 
seven per cent of the membership, the best since pre-war days. Half 
the pupils maintained perfect attendance during the first quarter of 
the year. 


In this connection it may be of interest that the State Depart- 
ment of Education is making a study of reasons why pupils drop out 
of school. Our drop-outs between July 1, 1952, and June 30, 1953, 
according to the Department’s classification, are as follows: Preferred 
work to school, 4; not interested in school, 4; went to work because 
the money was needed, 6; discouraged with inability to learn, 1; poor 
health, 8; marriage, 3; enlistment, 1; transfers to other schools (not 
counted as drop-outs), 7. It is difficult, of course, to distinguish 
accurately between the first two, and perhaps the first three. 


ATHLETICS. All of our teams except boys’ basketball, which 
was discussed in this report a year ago, have had unusually suecessful 
seasons for the past two or three years—more successful than they 
expect to maintain in the future in the natural course of events. 
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More important is the success of the coaches in keeping unusually 
large numbers of boys and girls interested and active. 


The developments which led to the dissolution of one football 
league and the formation of a new one have been discussed in the 
newspapers. Arms foresaw the difficulties which led to the closing 
of the Pioneer Valley League and withdrew from it a few years ago 
and is now a member of the new [Inter-County League, which seems 
to promise evenly matched and interesting competition. 


Also the Student Association, which sponsors the athletics and 
other extra curricular activities, has done well financially. Large 
factors, as stated last year, are the support by the public of the 
Booster Day and the magazine drive, and the appropriation by the 
Town of Shelburne of a fund for transportation. It is also noted that 
the pupils contributed $960.00 out of their own pockets and raised 
$1600.00. The present plans are (1) to purchase, by June 80, 1954, 
new uniforms for all so-called first teams, passing their uniforms on 
to the second teams while they are still in good condition; (2) leave 
a reasonable operating balance to start the year 1954-55; and (8) 
add as much as possible to the fund earmarked for new band uniforms 
(now $473.00). Part one is now completed (since January 1, 19538), 
except for girls’ basketball and softball outfits and a few minor items. 


SCHOOL LUNCHES. It would be unfair to close this report 
without a word of praise for the lunch program. Mrs. Cress and her 
associates work under very difficult conditions but prepare excellent 
food and serve it smoothly. They know what the pupils need, and 
they get along well with them personally. The pupils are also entitled 
to a great deal of credit; they eat in a make-shift set-up, but there is 
none of the daily disorder that is a serious problem in so many high 
school cafeterias. About 175 pupils are buying the lunches. The 
others still bring their own, supplementing them with ice cream or 
chocolate bars if they wish. Both groups eat in the Science Hall, the 
class schedules being so re-arranged as to allow for two shifts.

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REPORT OF THE 
ART SUPERVISOR 


I submit herewith my seventh annual report as Supervisor of Art. 


The Child as the Center in the Art Program 

At the age of five or six when a child enters school, he must make 
the adjustment from the small, intimate life of the home to the larger, 
stranger life of twenty-five or more children in a school situation. 
This adjustment is not easy because of the differences among children 
in emotional development, social development, mental growth, and 
physical wellbeing. The organization of art experiences as a part of 
a well planned school program and environment should help each child 
to build a life for himself as he grows older and develops his indi- 
viduality and social consciousness. He is the center, the whole reason 
for a plan of art education. 


A study of child art, unhindered by adult interference, but follow- 
ing natural development represents a recapitulation of the art of the 
history of the race. That of very young children is similar to the art 
productions of primitive peoples. As they advance in age and natural 
development from year to year, the art efforts correspond to the work 
of the Egyptians, the Middle Ages, the Renaissance, and so on up to 
modern forms of art. 


Stages in Child Development 

There are two distinct periods in the growth of the child during 
the pre-school and elementary school years; the first from about three 
to eight years, and the second from eight to twelve years. In order to 
be able to deal sympathetically with the creative efforts of little 
children, it is well to outline the stages through which children pass 
at these age levels in their manipulation of art materials. The first 
age group, up to eight years, represents a period dominated by native 
impulses. All activity is closely related to play and there is sheer joy 
in movement of all kinds, in colors, and in the handling of materials. 
The early part of this period is often spoken of as the manipulation 
stage, the time when a scribble, a mass of color, and the punching of 
a piece of clay is the all important thing to the child. Later on in this 
period the child becomes interested in making his formless symbols, 
or the symbolic stage, into something that to him looks like a tree, a 
house, or a person. It is not important, however, that these objects 
represent anything to anyone else. At this time when children’s 
expressions are closely related to the art of primitive man they show 
the same symbolic abstractions and lack of conscious reality. It is a 
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mistake to criticize or over-stimulate. Although the child needs help 
in building up confidence in himself, his own imagination will carry 
him along, provided he is given large, simple materials with which to 
work. Paper, crayon, paint, scissors, brushes, wood, hammers, saws, 
and guidance in their use should allow for big, easy, bodily movements 
which avoid cramped, small work. 


The second period, from eight to twelve years, shows a sociological 
influence when the child is more interested in his social environment 
and conforming to group standards. Graphic expression often calls 
for more accurate representation than formerly to satisfy the child’s 
desire to represent engines, airplanes, people doing things, or animals. 
This period is usually spoken of as the realistic stage in which there 
is a recognizable resemblance to form. The teacher meets the needs 
of this period by giving more help with drawing and techniques, but 
at the same time endeavors to keep alive the earlier qualities of free- 
dom that make for original and daring work. It is important at this 
age that these older children do not lose interest in art because of 
their own lack of perfection. Even later when they discover that they 
are not going to want to pursue art as a profession, there is yet 
endless chance for developing an appreciation for the art of the world 
and of developing some phase of the crafts as a life hobby. 


The Child and His Interests 

Children develop at different rates both mentally and physically 
and present so many individual differences that it is impossible to 
consider all the children of a group in the same way. When children 
are doing things in which they are interested, they learn more, they 
learn more efficiently, they are happier, and they become better ad- 
justed personalities. Thus interest is a potent factor in the educative 
process. 


Purposeful activity which centers around his experiences, abil- 
ities, and needs at each level of growth develops real interest for a 
child. Primarily natural interest is a form of self-expression allied 
with bodily or physical activity, mental activity which includes think- 
ing and problem solving, manipulation of materials and tools of the 
environment, and with the activities of other people. Therefore the 
method of selecting art and craft subject matter and materials for 
the elementary age child must be based upon real interests, vital 
experiences, ever increasing abilities, and life needs. 


It is my sincere desire that with the continued cooperation of 
classroom teachers, school officials, and parents we may maintain and 
improve our art program.

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REPORT OF THE 
MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


In most respects, the music program is progressing satisfactorily. 
I would say that the reading of music is perhaps the phase which 
needs extra stressing. As I have stated before, this program is one 
which is carried on progressively from its introduction in the lower 
grades throughout the rest of the grades. 


It is my aim to try and get boys and girls to understand music 
as much as possible, and through that understanding, it is my opinion 
they will acquire a greater love for music. I believe that boys and 
girls of all ages, like adults, enjoy doing things that they understand. 
This knowledge can come in two ways: through performance, and by 
listening. 


My pattern for successful advancement calls for unison singing 
in the lower grades, two part singing in the fifth grade, three part 
singing in the sixth and seventh grades and four part singing in the 
eighth grade. We have not as yet attained all the steps in this pat- 
tern, but every effort is being made to do so. 


The music textbooks in the schools should be replaced with more 
modern, and it is my hope that this may be accomplished in the near 
future. 


I would like to expand the instrumental part of the music pro- 
gram quite extensively but this means that more students must take 
up instruments. There are, at present, 20 elementary students taking 
lessons. These lessons are, of necessity, rather short and given under 
conditions that are far from perfect from the physical standpoint. I 
hope that this situation can be remedied in future years. I would like 
to urge parents of all instrumentalists, both present and future, to 
see that their children be faithful and regular in their practice at 
home and in their attendance at lessons and rehearsals. Only in this 
way can the instrumental program reach the heights that I hope it 
will. 


The Arms Academy band is the largest that I have had, with 44 
members. Of this number 9 are Colrain students. We do not have 
enough uniforms to outfit them all, but plans are under way for the 
purchase of new and more modern ones. They are badly needed and 
I sincerely hope they will be forthcoming in the near future. 


The band participated in the following events during the past 
year. All Football Games, Booster Day Rally, Hallow’een Parade, 
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Franklin County Teacher’s Convention, Senior Play, One Act Plays, 
Basketball Tournament at Amherst, Western Massachusetts Music 
Festival, Memorial Day (Colrain), Greenfield’s 200th papas 
Annual Spring Concert, and Graduation. 


The Junior Band at the Academy continues to function as much 
as possible, with only 18 members, as compared to over 20 last year. 


The twirlers have been active in many of the band activities and 
have always done a very creditable job which has added considerably 
to the occasion. 


The Arms Chorus continues to be large, with approximately 135 
members. For the continued support of the teachers, school officials, 
and townspeople, I am grateful.

The annual physical examinations have been completed by Dr. 
John Olson, with few major physical defects in evidence. In accord- 
ance with recent recommendations of the Massachusetts School Health 
Department, children in three grades of elementary school age were 
examined. 


The usual weights and measures have been taken. 


For the second year, the Parent-Teacher Association sponsored a 
sodium fluoride treatment program in the school. Miss Genevieve Ely, 
dental hygienist from the Connecticut Valley District of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health, gave the treatments to children 
in grades two and eight. A very good interest was shown by pupils 
and parents, resulting in a high percentage of children receiving 
treatment. 

The clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus was held in the spring, with 93 children attending. Thirty- 
nine were of school age. All children entering first grade in Septem- 
ber have received immunization at the clinic or by a private physician. 

The Well Child Conference for pre-school children was held in 
April, with the cooperation and assistance of parents, and members 
of the Parent-Teachers Association. Dr. John Olson was the attending 
physician. Mrs. Vesta Coombs was the nutritional consultant. One 
hundred seventeen children attended. Twenty-three entered school in 
September.
